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A representative of the American Civil Liberties Union 
this week pointed out in a letter to the Menlo Park city 
council that the Nativity scene, annually erected by the 
Menlo Park Lions Club in Fremont Park during the 
pre-Christmas season, “is clearly violative of the U. S. 
constitution and the California constitution as well.” 


The ACLU representative cites the traditional separa- 
tion of church and state and declares, “The fact that the 
great majority of the citizenry is religious . . . does not 
allow that majority to intrude their own personal belief in 
the public and governmental aspects of our society... .” 


And further: “How . . . unjustifiable an intrusion 
in the citizen's private beliefs is this creche which is not 
only religious, but specifically Christian... .” 


AW, COME ON NOW! 
This is pretty small-time. 


Friends of Liberty, as members of the ACLU claim 
themselves to be, should THINK BIG! Oh certainly, this 
creche must be a dreadful violation of constitutional guar- 
antees of individual freedom. But there are so many much 
bigger worlds to conquer, so many campaigns so much 
more worth the pressing! 


Let’s consider; let's THINK BIG: 


Think of all the publicly supported museums and art 
galleries that display paintings, statues and other artifacts 


of religious significance. Think of those madonnas, those 
Greek gods, those heathen idols on permanent display . . . 
not merely erected for a week or two once a year! 


THINK BIG! 


Think of all the public libraries devoting tax-supported 
shelf space to the Bible, Koran, Confucian moralities, 
Buddhist propaganda! 


Think of the violence done to minority ego-emancipa- 
tion by the sight of a church group holding a picnic — 
maybe even a worship service —on the publicly owned 
land of one of San Mateo County’s parks! 


THINK BIG! 


Think of the subversive, insidious, bourgeois attack 
on the rights of the individual inherent in official proclama- 
tions of Mother’s Day! (After all, it can be shown statistic- 
ally that a significant number of our free and independent 
citizens hate their mothers . . . even to making a religious 
principle of Mother-Antagonism! ) 


Why pick on such a ridiculous little thing as a creche 
for the Great Campaign when there are so many more 
serious constitutional violations to attack?

Attack Without Foundation 

The first thing that makes our blood boil over this 
attack on a small particle of the Christian celebration of 
Christmas is that there is no foundation for it. 


There is, in the temporary erection of a creche on 
public lands, no violation of the Constitution. What of the

well-established right of religious groups to distribute sec- 
tarian material on the public sidewalks? Or of their right 
to sell such material door-to-door without hindrance? 


If the right to erect such displays were denied to 
persons of other faiths or non-faiths, there might, be 
cause for alarm on the grounds of discrimination. But 
has any other group — Buddhist, Mohammedan, Shin- 
toist or atheist requested such a privilege? No. 


Nor do we believe they would have been denied by 
the City of Menlo Park had they asked. 


Rather, we feel that the violation of Constitutional 
rights would have occurred in refusal by the city to allow 
erection of such a simple and inoffensive display as Menlo 
Park’s traditional Nativity scene — so long as such a display 
does not interfere with the right of others to scoff at it if 
they should be so inclined.

At 
times like this, we tend to agree. : 


If men are to believe —in anything — they must be- 
lieve, not wait with “open minds” to see if some one might.

A High School Music Concert 
May Be a Straw in the Wind 


Tomorrow night, Jan. 29, Menlo-Atherton High 
School's annual winter music concert will be presented at 
the high school. The affair this year will feature the high 
school’s band and its vocal music groups, since it was im- 
possible to organize an orchestra last fall. 


Let’s look backward a bit: Last September, when 
music department head Edward Brown started looking 
around for musicians, he found that less than a dozen 
students were interested in playing orchestral music in 
accordance with the schedule required to make the high 
school’s orchestra a truly good one. The reason? Under 
pressure from their parents, many otherwise well-qualified 
high school students were giving up their music, in order to 
take “the solids.” 


“The solids,” we gather, have achieved a new import- 
ance in the world, since it looks like the nation’s colleges 
are going to be crowded and since the Russians seem to be 
able to match us in scientific achievement. 


It’s hypothesized by parents that the way to get their 
children into crowded institutions of higher learning — 
with ever-rising standards of entrance —is to make the 
youngsters concentrate on science and mathematics. 


Talks with area scientists and interviewers published in 
the Recorder would seem to contradict this view, how- 
ever; many of the “great brains” which the youngsters are 
being urged to emulate are excellent musicians or arists 
and they find nothing inconsistent in this; rather, they 
find music or art an excellent release for tensions and a 
good change of pace from the one they're used to. 

Maybe the example of these scientists will be heeded. 

Mayb it will not be heeded. 

What happens in the latter case?

Park Acquisition a Big Job For Small Agencies 


Development of parks and 
acquisition of new land is, for 
a city, a long and relatively 
expensive process. And in the 
opinion of City Manager John 
Johnson, the acquisition of 
large areas of open space is a 
job better done by larger poli- 
tical subdivisions, such as the 
state or county government, 

As things now stand the Men 
lo Park recreation commission 
has plans for the development 
of all parks presently owned 
by the city and it plans to ac- 
quire 10 acres or so in the 
Sharon Estate area and two 
acres at the entrance to the 
Stanford Hills subdivision. 

There are plans to request 
more park space if land to the 
west is annexed to the city and 
subdivided, too. 

But with subdividers ask- 
ing prices in excess of $10,- 
000 an acre in the area, it’s 
not likely that the city will 
be able to buy any really 
large tracts. 

Not only that, lands acquired 
are not apt to be made into 
“woodsy” places. Shrubbery 
cerates police problems and 
many trees must be either re- 
moved or carefully maintain- 
ed, because of the possibility 
of liability in case someone is 
injured by, for example, a fall- 
ing limb. 

Nevertheless, the city realiz- 
es there’ saneed for open spac-

es. If a proposed community 
meeting hall is constructed at 
Nealon Park, it will very like- 
ly be the last structure to be 
allowed in that park, Johnson 
says. 

Meantime, he adds, there are 
plans for construction of an 
other tennis court at Nealon, 
and through the years the city 
hopes to be able to turf the 
eastern end of the park and to 
install playground equipment 
there. 

Similar evolutionary ideas 
will guide the futrue. devel- 
opment of the city’s Belle 
Haven Park. In time, it’s 
hoped that a swimming pool, 
gymnasium, and multi-pur- 
pose recreation building 
which can house a full-time 
directors’ office will be built. 

-Future expenditures at Bur- 

gess Park depend largely on 
when, if and where an armory 
will be located. The present 
pian is to put the armory at the 
southeast corner of the proper- 
ty and if this is done, the pre- 
sent tennis courts will have to 
be re-located. 

More immediately, the move 
of Laurel School to Edge road 
in Atherton- will mean that 
playground. equipment availa- 
ble in the Burgess Park area 
will be removed also. This 
means the city will have to buy 
some. 

Also in the works at Burgess 
is a plan to replace seats in the 
Little Theaer. 

And, of course, master plan 
for the development of the ci- 
vic center still calls for a com- 
munity activities building, al- 
though the plan for such a 
structure didn’t get sufficient 
voter approval, in a bond issue 
last year, to be put on the 
drawing boards at that time. 

With all these projects 
ahead and with no money 
specifically allocated for 
park acquisition and devel- 
opment, it’s pretty obvious 
why development of recrea- 
tion facilities in the city 


seems to be moving along at 
a snail’s pace. 

Acquisition of larger land 
areas and development of “op- 
en space easements” is some- 
thing that has to be done on a 
higher level of government, 
Johnson says. 

The latter system has been 
used successfully in Pennsyl- 
vania, for instance. Under it, 
a farmer may grant his devel- 
opment and subdivision rights 
to the county or state. He can 
continue to use the land for 
farming, however, and in re- 
turn gets a tax break because 
the assessment is pegged on 
the basis of the worth of the 
land at the time he signs over 
his rights. 

Under this system, it might 
take a generation or so for the 
political body to get full title 
to the land. But, in the mean- 
time, its open nature is effec- 
tively preserved. 

“Green belt” zoning can be 
used or abused, Johnson says. 
It sounds like a good idea but 
i na lot of cases, it becomes a 
device under which owners of 
large tracts of agricultural 
land can get lower taxes, until 
they decide to ask for rezoning 
and subdivision. 

The joker seems to be that 
when development rights. re- 
main with the individual and 
he’s under psychological and 
financial pressure to get as 
much as he can out of his land.

Unification of County Services 
Good, but Not Popular, Idea

The recommendation of the 
county grand jury for a study 
toward possible unification of 
many of the county services 
with those of the municipali- 
ties follows the same pattern 
voiced by County Manager E. 
R. Stallings not too many 
months ago. His proposal met 
with little or no response and 
we guess that the grand jury 
will have little more success. 

As ideal as some unification 
might be desired, none of the 
citl officials appear ready to 
even discuss the matter. Police 
Chief William Faulstich of 
Redwood City appears to be 
the only city law enforcement 
official who has voiced any fa- 
vor. He, too, doubted any suc- 
cess because all the city de- 


partments want to keep their 


cwn identity. 


Are our elected city offi- 
cials actually keeping awany 
from any discussion of such a 
plan to keep their own eden- 
tity? Are they acting against 
the wishes of the public in 
general? We would say no to 
the latter question in parti- 
cular. It does not appear that 
the people of any of the 
county cities are ready to 
give up their proud city ti- 
tles for an enlarged city- 
county government — and in 
many ways we don’t blame 
them. 


There are, however, many 
facets of city government that 
could b eunified with the coun- 
ty system which might bring 
about some tax relief and — as 
some claim — more efficiency. 

Fortunately, our police de- 
partments all work closely 
with the sheriff and the district 
attorneys’ office. But here ,too, 
a county-wide system might 
prove far more efficient and 
less costly. The overlapping 
work of people in key posi- 
tions, in particular, is the most 
evident, in our opinion. Natur- 
ally there will be arguments of 
good merit on both sides. 


Probably the first steps that 
should be put to study and dis- 
cussion would be consolidation 
of the cities by area. Probably 
the ideal city government in 
this area would include all 
those areas to and including 
San Carlos south to the county 
line and Menlo Park. 


The hill areas and possibly 
Woodside also should be in- 
cluded. 


Can, you see anyone agree- 
ing on a name? We might 
wind up with something like 
Carlatherwood Park. Silly? 
Sure, but we’re only dream- 
ing anyway. The _ people 
themselves are in no mood 
for such a program and utnil 
they are—purely as a means 
of cutting government costs 
—nothing will come of it. 


As a rule all grand jury rec- 
ommendations are supposed to 
be put into effect if at all feas- 
ible. If this latest proposal 
does nothing else it may bring 
about a council of city and 
county officials to discuss mu- 
tual problems. Undoubtedly 
some good can come from 
these meetings and let’s hope 
they get started in the near fu- 
ture. 

Some idea of the rising cost 
of government is seen in a 
statement by San Francisco’s 
mayor George Christopher that 
.the budget in that city must 
go up about $12 million every 
year just to meet rising costs, 


Keeping in mind that San 
Francisco’s population is ap- 
parently staying about the 
same, we shudder to think 
what we might be facing in this 
area with predictions of ‘a 
doubling of population before 
too many more years. 


The San Mateo county bud- 
get has been going up about 
$2 million a year. Of course, 
if we add all the increases of 
city, school and district bud- 
gets we will far surpass the 
boosts in San Francisco. This 
county is in a comparatively 
infant stage, however, as 
against the big city to the 
north. The basic tax rate 
(about $8) runs about the 
Same in both localities, con-” 
sidering the total levies... «0 


Members of the board of su- 
pervisors and County Manager 
E. R. Stallings seem determin- 
ed to bring about a sizeable re- 
duction of the tax rate for 1960- 
61, withe budgets now being 
prepared. This will be welcome 
news to south county taxpay- 
ers who are still protesting 
their tax bills for 1959-60. With 
no reassessment expected, we 


will fully enjoy any reduction | 
that will be made.

All told, the police depart- 
ment handled 610 “penal code” 
cases in 1959, as compared with 
569 such cases the previous 
year. But in 1958 there were 
193 malicious mischief cases 
and 164 cases of petty theft, 
while in 1959 there were 178 
malciious mischief cases and 
784 cases of petty theft. 
Prowlers, said the chief, 
were being shaded out, too. 
There were 109 of them report- 
ed in 1958 and 87 in 1959. 
Other crimes reported in 
1959 included nine cases of as- 
sault and battery, one case of 
rape, 10 cases of indecent ex- 
posure, 56 cases of disturbing 
the peace and cases of 
erand theft, including theft of 
autos.

Menlo Park police wrote 
substantially fewer traffic | 
tickets in 1959 than in 1958, 
but the number of accidents 
occurring on the city’s streets 
went up only slightly. | 
These facts were indicated | 
in figures released by Police 
Chief George Potter. The 
chief pointed out that the 
lower number of tickets issued 
was due in part to the fact 
that the city lacked a motor- 
cycle for several months ow- | 
ing to an accident wrecking 
one and also to the fact that 
there was a certain amount of 
sickness among patrolmen. 

As things finally came 
out, the city’s streets and 
highways were the scene of 
221 non-injury accidents and 
89 injury accidents during
